Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant briefly summarized the instant invention and prior art, and 
has proposed new claim amendments to read around the standing prior art. The particular features at issue are the 
addition of different client devices using different protocols to execute game play. Examiner stated that, as 
characterized in the Final Rejection of paper no. 8 on 10/21/03, it was well known to use different systems to play a 
game in view of '641 and '180. Examiner also provided an example of connecting to websites, such as 
www.yahoo.com, using a wireless phone and a pc. The different devices request information from the same server, but 
the means to communicate with the server would require different protocols. Applicant proposed that clarifying the type 
of communication used between the client devices and the server might read over prior art. Examiner stated that an 
amendment of that type would require an additional search.. 
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
